WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 — 
Milk in the St. Louis area had 
the highest “yearly average” 
strontium-90 level of five 
American cities surveyed last 
spring, the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service reported 
today. 

In addition to St. Louis, the 
federal study of yearly average 
radioactivity in milk covered 
New York, Cincinnati, Sacra- 
mento, Calif... and Salt Lake 
City. Four other stations were 
added to the survey network 
in June and July. 


The St. Louis strontium-90 
figure for the year ended in 
July was 10.2 micromicrocuries 
in a liter of milk. This com- 
pared with 6.8 for Cincinnati, 
5.9 for New York, 4.9 for Sac- 
ramento and 4.2 for Salt Lake 
City. 

Below Permissible Limit. 


While the St. Louis level is 
higher than that for the other 
four cities, it is well within 
the permissible strontium-90 
level set by the National Com- 
mittee on Radiation Protection 
and Measurement. That level 
is 80 micromicrocuries. 


The Public Health Service 
pointed out that the maximum 
permissible levels set by the 
national committee are specifi- 
cally for water, but are gen- 
erally accepted as being ap- 
plicable to milk

Veteran Realty Man 
Convinced the World 
Is ‘Chasing the Sun’

NEW YORK (UPT)—Veteran 
realtor John C. Tysen is con- 
vinced the world is “chasing 
the sun.” 

“Take a look at the moving 
patterns of families in the last 
few years,” said Tysen. “They

Building Contracts Drop 16 Per Cent 


July contracts for future con- 
struction in Missouri amounted 
to $57,102,000, a decrease of 
16 per cent from July 1957, F. 
W. Dodge Corporation, con- 
struction news and marketing 
specialists, reported yesterday.

A breakdown of.contracts by 
the major construction cate- 
gories in July, compared to the 
similar month of 1957, showed;

HE QUEMOY campaign

intensity. About 300,000 shells, 
most of them Soviet 122-mm. 
and 152-mm. projectiles, have 
been fired at emoy, 
vr and nearby islets from 

300 to 500 Communist guns in 
the last month.

The bombardments have

Until a week ago the shelling 
and the naval action were ef- 
fective in interrupting the Na- 
tionalist supply lines. But the 
recent limited success of the 
Nationalists in running® the 
blockade with landing craft 
and cargo planes indicates that 
Taipei has learned, with Unit- 
ed States help and under the 
pressure. of emergency, to.sup- 
ply areas under heavy fire. 

The first requirement, lack- 
ing originally in the Nationa)- 
ist efforts, was aggressive

Na alist Navy Weak. 

The Wationalist havy has 
been the weakest of the three 
services but none of the Na- 
tionalist services particularly 
distinguished itself in the 
earliest phases of the bombard- 
ment. This is normal with rela- 
tively green troops, and most 
of the Nationalists, their ranks 


are not veterans. Recent con- 
voys have Shown greater de- 
termination, and reports from 
Quemoy indicate that morale 
of the defenders is good. 

The second requirement for 
a successful supply operation 
is a well organized amphibious 
team, something that was large- 
ly non-existent. when the Com- 
munist bombardment started. 

This means a large number 
of landing craft, the organiza- 
tion of beach p , the prep- 
aration of. severa “beaches for 
unloading, the proper use of 
smoke and caniouflage, the 
construction of roads from the 
beaches, and, a all, the 
utilization of amphibious ve- 
hicles to permit the roll-on, 
swim-off delivery of supplies. 
Recent convoys have demon- 
strated the application of some 
of the techniques; others are 
still to be applied. 

Counter-Fire Ineffective. 

A. third requirement is coy- 
ering or neutralizing fire 
against enemy artillery posi- 
tions.

| The Soft Voice 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Charles H. Compton's inform- 
ative letter does not seem to 
make quite clear whether he is 
impressed with the “timeliness” 
or the “timelessness” of Alexan- 
der Hamilton's oe in the Fed- 
eralist papers, erring to “the 
deceitful , secon of a golden age” 
and warning the.men of his time 
that they “are yet remote from 
the happy empire of perfect wis- 
dom and perfect virtue.” 

Certainly these sobering words 
still have a considerable degree 
of timeliness for us in the deeply 
troubled world of 1958; but, as 
to their timelessness, it might be 
well to bear in mind that we are 
presently living in a world drawn 
together in a way Hamilton, for 
all his genius, could not have con- 
ceived. 

Great empires other than the 
dreamed-of empire of wisdom 
have since collapsed, and the 
threat of sudden annihilation by 
atomic weapons is demanding 
changed forms of national policy 
and political direction undreamed 
of in Hamilton’s realistic but lim- 
ited philosophy. 

7 . . 

We of today assuredly cannot. 
dismiss the revolutionary work 
of Darwin and Marx, Freud and 
Einstein, Gandhi and Albert 
Sehweitzer. Freud no more than 
Hamilton would have us enter- 
tain misleading dreams or dan- 
gerous illusions, but the follow- 
ing memorable words, so unlike 
Hamilton’s, should also be lis- 
tened to: 

“We may insist as much as we 
like that the human intellect is 
weak in comparison with human 
instincts, and be right in doing 
so. But nevertheless there is 
something peculiar about this 
weakness, The voice of the in- 
tellect is a soft one, but it does 
not rest until it has gained a 
hearing. Ultimately, after re- 

ated rebuffs, it succeeds. This 
s one of the few points in which 
one may be optimistic about the 
future of mankind. ... The 
permacy of the intellect certainly 

ies in the far, far, but still prob- 
ably not infinite distance.” 
* * 


There at “Sais speaks the open 
mind of the true scientist, and 
we need to awake to the possibil- 
ity that it is through the develop- 
ment of science that we are being 
impelled toward wisdom. 

At a time when men’s dream 
of human flight and instant com- 
munication have been realized, 
we may even be justified in be- 
lieving that the dream of world 
peace may be realized — while 
there is yet time.

Flying may be rough, but 
Russian pilots are magnificent 
and accidents are extremely 
rare. These are, however, not 
reported unless a foreigner is 
involved: local aviation crashes 
are not considered news, and 
never appear in the Soviet 
press. 

Aeroflot is the largest air 
line in the world from the 
point of view of length and of 
domestic routes, and runs neck 
and neck with Pan American 
Airways in total route mileage. 
It serves twenty-four cities out- 
side the U. S. S. R, most of 
them capitals of adjacent coun- 
tries, and 121 within. 

The standard bearer is the 
Ilyushin, which exists in two 
models, and is a powerful, 
squat thirty-passenger ma- 
chine. 

One sleek, ponderous four- 
motor turbojet designed by 
Tupolev is supposed to be the 
largest and fastest passenger 
aircraft in the world: it is (the 
Russians say) capable of carry- 
ing 160 passengers from Mos- 
cow to London in a little over 
three hours.

point. And director Joseph Anthony has wisely followed 
the lead of stage director Tyrone Guthrie in making this 
an outrageous farce, almost a burlesque of all other farces, 
a slapdash, tumbling, utterly mad affair, full of double. 
takes, aghast confrontations, hiding in closets and under 


tables, clowning and scheming, and other agreeable 
nonsense. 


These shenanigans have to be skillfully played to make 
the play the intelligent bit of fooling it is instead of an 
old-time two-reel slapstick, and the cast responds adroitly. 
Shirley Booth is marvelous as the guileful’ Widow Levi. 
She’s as great a comedienne as a dramatic artist. Her 
disarming manipulations set the theme for the whole 
affair. Paul Ford is also very clever as the rich, tight- 
fisted Yonkers merchant the widow is after. Anthony Per- 
kins and Robert Morse (who played the same role here 
at the American) have the proper insouciance as the 
ground-down clerks suddenly finding their wings in a spree 
in the big city. Shirley MacLaine is pert as the milliner 
whom the widow dangles as bait for the merchant. Wal- 
lace Ford has a nice bit as the philosophical coachman. 

“The Matchmaker” is a gem of good spirits and gaiety 


for which we all can be grateful. Relax, forget your 
troubles, and enjoy it. 


Wild Blue Yonder Boys 


“THE HUNTERS,” at the FOX exhibits two extremes 
in picture-making. The air action is superb. Shots of 
jet fighters, both in maneuvers and in combat, are beauti- 
ful and thrilling. Done in CinemaScope and Technicolor, 
there is a vast sweep to them, a violence 
and brilliance, a sense of being in an- 
other element. The spectacle of dozens 
of jet fighters flying in line, with their 
vapor trails floating like white. ribbons 
behind them against the azure sky, is 
something to see. Down below the 
Arizona desert, doubling for the Korean 
terrain, hurtles by. 

But when it gets back down on the ground, this 
reverts from the brave new jet age to the carriage age, 
dramatically speaking. The spectacle of war, as a subject 
in itself, must grow tiresome to the spectators, Twentieth- 
Century Fox reasons, so they come up with a standard 
romance, standard heroics, and some pilot characters, 
which, while natural enough, have been seen too often 
in other pictures not to be standard. 

This adaptation of a novel by James Salter (a nom 
de plume for a jet pilot) has a hard-boiled fighter pilot 
major of World War II vintage (Robert Mitchum) come 
to Japan for the Korean fracas, and meet, a young pilot 
(Lee Phillips) intended for his squadron, who drinks too 
much because he’s afraid. Maj. Mitchum falls in love 
with Lt. Phillips’s wife (Mae Britt, the Swedish actress). 
Oh, nothing scandalous. Just one of those we-can’t-help- 
it-but-we'll-resist-it sort of things. So .does the major 
try to cut out the boy? No, sir. With the surly Mitchum 
nobility, he insists on landing behind the Communist 
lines after the lieutenant has been*shot down and rescuing 
him at great personal danger to himself and wrecking 
of an extremely costly fighter wagon. In company with 
Robert Wagner as one of those cocksure, devil-may-care 
boy pilot types who always manage to get into the 
romantic type of flying picture (“Sure, you downed a 
MIG—big hero—but you cost the life of your buddy— 
you didn’t cover his wing.”) This is strictly two-dimen- 
sional stuff and even the gun-fight action isn’t too exciting. 
“The Hunters” needs badly to stay off the ground. 


Spanish Tragedy. 


JUAN BARDEM, the Spanish director who did the re- 
cent “The Lovemaker,” comes up with another perceptive 
tale of Spanish life in “AGE OF INFIDELITY,” at the 
APOLLO (this one is in Spanish.) Mr. Bardem has what 
is to me an annoying manner of suddenly 
switching from one scene to another, 
often from a closeup in one setting to a 
closeup in another, so that often it’s con- 
fusing and you don’t know where you 
are. He calls it “violently shuttling the 
spectator from scene to scene to create 
an impact.” Very arty, no doubt, but I, 
for one, could stand more old-fashioned dissolves and estab- 
lishing shots. 

However, if you can bear with him, this is a reward- 
ing film, intelligent and penetrating as it studies a quartet 
in sophisticated Madrid society. A beautiful married 
woman and her lover, an instructor at the university, are in 
trouble. Her car kills a bicyclist, but as they do not 
dare to reveal they were together, they flee. A sardonic, 
sadistic art critic who conceals his misanthropy under a 
clever, urbane exterior, guesses they have a guilty secret 
and plays a cat and mouse game with them, torturing 
them by threatening to tell the woman’s husband. The 
woman’s husband is suspicious but fair. The torment of 
the lovers, the man’s struggles with his conscience, the 
woman’s supreme selfishness, and the final ironic and 
tragic ending are all handled trenchantly and tellingly. 

One scene is especially outstanding — a nightclub, 
where against the wild flamenco music of the singer and 
orchestra, the drunken, vitriolic critic talks to the husband, 
obviously exposing the affair, although you can’t hear a 
word said above the noise, and the lovers sit in mute 
agony—the study of the faces through closeups and the 
pantomine is superb. Beauteous Lucia Bose and Alberta 
Closas are quite good as the lovers. Carlos Casavilla is 
the venomous Iago type, and Otello Toso the husband. Un- 
familiar names, but they show Spain has first-rate acting 
talent.

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Men’s Garden Clubs Reaching Full Bloom 


Greater 5t, Louis Area Members to Show Their Work This Weekend—They Run the Range of Specialties 
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of his home at 1316 Cheshire drive, Webster Groves. Men garden club members are 
preparing for the Greater St. Louis Harvest Show at Shaw's Garden this weekend.

IF YOU SEE a group of 
men in animated conversation, 
don’t jump to the conclusion 
that they’re talking about the 
change in Cardinal manager- 
ship or the fall football sched- 
ule. They may be discussing 
the growth of orchids under 
fluorescent lights, how to en- 
courage early budding in chrys- 
anthemums, or arguing the 
merits of dusting versus spray- 
ing for rose diseases. 


Women gardeners are vocal 
and numerous (latest national 
estimate, 300,000 feminine gar- 
den clubbers) but men garden- 
ers are on the increase (latest 
national estimate, 10,000) and 
their activities are becoming 
more.and more recognized. 

This weekend the Regional 
Council of Men’s Garden Clubs 
of Greater St. Louis will show 
off some of the best work of 
its members in the Greater 
St. Louis Harvest Show at 
Shaw’s Garden. 

“This is the second year 
we've. taken over the show,” 
L. E. Hoagland, spokesman for 
the regional council, said. 

“Before that, it was spon- 
sored by the men and women 
of the St. Louis Horticultural 
Society. We think this is an 
indication of the growing en- 
thusiasm for gardening among 
men.” 

The show (starting at 1 p.m. 
Saturday) will feature every- 
thing from A to V (African 
violets to vegetables) and will 
give a good idea of some of 
the specialities in which St. 
Louis men gardeners excel. 

What is the difference be- 
tween men and women as gar- 
deners? There are all sorts 
of answers to this, some deal- 
ing with conversational ability. 
But Philip A. Conrath, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Regional 
Council, thinks that “women 
go in more for house plants 
and arranging flowers, men for 
growing anything phat will 
grow out of doors.’ 

How does a man become a 
garden addict? Easy. He ac- 
quires a little plot of ground 
and has some initial success. 

“When I lived in an apart- 
ment in the city,” said Con- 
rath, “I used to trek out to 
Forest Park to play golf. Then 
I moved to Webster Groves, 
had a little luck growing flow- 
ers, and threw my golf clubs 
away.” 

The first men’s garden club 
was organized by just such 
an ardent amateur, Leo W. 
Nack of Chicago, after he had 
won $1000 in a newspaper con- 
test for his 45-by-60 foot gar- 
den. The Chicago club met on 
March 15, 1928, and by Sep- 
tember 1932 it was joined by 
clubs in Des Moines, Aurora, 
Ill., and Fort Wayne, Ind., to 
make up the Men’s Garden 
Clubs of America. 

Local clubs began springing 
up like weeds. In this area, 
in this order, came the St. 
Louis, Webster Groves, Kirk- 
wood, Ritenour, Glendale, 
Richmond Heights, Maplewood 
and Florissant clubs. Arthur 
J. Krueger, Harvest Show 
chairman, has been an active 
organizer. 

An impetus to St. Louis 
clubs has been the Missouri 
Botanical Garden and the ad- 
vice of Edgar Anderson, Hugh 
Cutler, Frits Went, and George 


Pring. 
Pring laughlingly complains

Be- 
cause Pring is an international 
authority on orchids, many a 
gardener in this area makes 
a specialty of them. 

A recent men’s club project, 
directed by William E.

Kids from kinder- 
garteners to teenagers will 
participate in the Harvest 
Show. 

Men of all walks of life 
are gardeners—dentists, doc- 
tors, engineers, insurance men, 
teachers, and the Glendale fire 
chief. Some make it a full 
time activity on retirement, 
like Clarence Barbre of Web- 
ster Groves, who grows thou- 
sands of azaleas and has done 
much to popularize that plant 
recently.

might be more to see. There 
was plenty to see anyway. Mc- 
Math has 700 plants, 400 va- 
rieties. He has a Helen Trau- 
bel bigger than Helen Traubel, 
towering floribundas, a living 
fence of climbers. He also has 
helpful tips for those who 
would like to grow roses like 
his. The first is that time 
honored piece of advice, “Buy 
good roses.” 

“Being Scotch, my first pur- 
chase was from one of those 
ads offering 11 roses for $1,” 
he recalled. “Sure enough I 
got my 11 roses in a package 
this big,” he curls thumb and 
forefinger together. “It took 
four years to get them to 
bloom. My sister, who’s a land- 
scape architect, said, ‘Why 
don’t you pay a decent price 
and get some good roses?’”’ 

He has been doing just that 
ever since. He prefers eastern 
and northern grown /jroses, 
bare rooted to potted ones, 
arguing with experts who 
think otherwise. He advocates 
fall buying and spring plant- 
ing. He buries the new roses, 
entirely, in a 10-inch trench 
in a well drained spot. He 
thinks if you buy roses in 
spring, “chances are they've 


been in someone's cold storage 
which isn’t as good as Mother 
Nature’s.” 

He prepares his beds by dig- 
ging three feet deep—that’s 
right, three feet—and if he 
strikes hardpan, he uses a 
pick. At the bottom he puts 
manure and bone meal, then 
a mixture of soil, compost, peat 
and perhaps buckwheat hulls 
or even hardwood sandings 
from new homes. He covers 
tops of newly planted roses 
with polyethylene bags, doesn’t 
fertilize until buds show color 
in May, foliar feeds, mulches 
with ground corncobs. 

He finds it hard to select 
his favorite roses but when 
pressed to do so, picks Crim- 
son Glory, Josephine Bruce, 
Show Girl, Sutter’s Gold, 
Helen Traubel, and that husky 
floribunda, Fairy. 

Also active in square 
dancing and Boy Scout Work, 
he sells insurance in the time 
left him from his hobbies.

IT SOMETIMES HAPPENS 
that people who live in homes 
with masonry walls—stone, con- 
crete block or brick—are faced 
with a problem of damp inte- 
rior walls. Maybe there isn’t 
very much dampness, but it’s 
often enough to cause serious 
trouble plus a good deal of 
worry. 


If the dampness occurs after 
a heavy rain, the chances are 
that either there are leaks in 
the walls or that the masonry 
is porous. Repairing faulty 
mortar joints may be all that's 
necessary or, in the case of a 
porous wall, coating it with a 
clear waterproofing compound 
should do the trick. 

On the other hand, if the 
dampness occurs mostly in win- 
ter or when the weather is 


warm and humid, it’s quite pos- 


sible that the wall itself is per- 
fectly sound and that the damp- 
ness is due to condensation. 


Quite often in masonry con- 


struction the interior plaster 
wall is applied directly over 
the masonry of the wall. With 
this condition, the interior 
plaster will usually be several 
degrees cooler than the air 
around it, and this can cause 
condensation to occur on the 
plaster wall. The moisture on 
the wall resulting from con- 
densation can be just as dam- 
aging to the plaster and wall 
decorations as if the outside 
wall was allowing water to 
pass through. 

The only real cune for this 
condition is to install a new in- 
terior wall over the old. Two- 
inch by two-inch wood furring 
strips should first be installed 
over the old wall surface to 
serve as a nailing base for the 
plaster lath or dry-wall mate- 
rial of the new wall. The space 
created by these strips of wood 
will act as insulation and pre- 
vent the new wall surface be- 
ing chilled off by direct con- 
tact with the old.

Robert L. Waln, credit man 
and member of the national 
board of directors of men’s 
garden clubs, greeted us at 
his house, 225 Arbor lane, 
Webster Groves, by saying his 
specialty, spring bulbs, is out 
of season but if we'd come 
next April we'd see them by 
the hundreds. 


Even without bulbs, the 
Waln garden is lovely with its 
Spanish style walled-in patio, 
its beds of roses, annuals and 
Ogalala strawberries which 
have produced all summer. 
One of Waln’s hobbies is gar- 
dening under fluorescent 
lights. He starts his seedlings 
under light and has grown or- 
chids that way, too. He also 
has the distinction of a crab- 
grass-free lawn and was happy 
to tell the other men how to 
acquire this “green thumb 
and green foot’—‘just feed, 
use the new sprays, then get 
down on hands and knees and 
pull it out.”

Newport avenue is the big 
dahlia and chrysanthemum gar- 
den of consulting engineer 
William Avis. Although he as- 
sured us the dahlias have been 
ruined by red spiders, they 
looked sorgeous. He has mums 
blooming right now, a trick 
he accomplishes by shortening 
their day with black cloth 
stretched over posts. Along 
with 20 other men, Avis grows 
mums for the Mum Show in 
November at Shaw's Garden. 
He has 50 varieties of mums, 
40 varieties of dahlias, 25 
varieties of daylilies. Tip for 
mum growers: Early spring 
spraying minimizes fall spray- 
ing. 

Most really enthusiastic men 
gardeners belong to specialists’ 
societies as well as the garden 
clubs, and are constantly study- 
ing and learning. Even so, they 
agree that luck and divine 
providence play their part in 
gardening, too.

Seeing Moscow Again 
MOSCOW, 

WE BOARDED a Russiafi jet plane at the Brussels 
airport and had a smooth and comfortable flight~ here. 
There is much space between the leather-upholstered seats, 
so that long-legged people have plenty of room. And we 
enjoyed ‘a hot lunch while in the air. 

My respect.for Russian pilots did hot reed to be bol- 
stered. They are good. Our take-off and our landing were 
smooth as could be, and I don’t believe those who had 
never before flown in a jet were in any way disturbed. 
We covered 2000 miles in exactly three hours, flying very 
high. 

: At the airport here familiar faces met us and flowers 
were brought to greet us, and everyone in the welcoming 
party waited with us while our bags were found and our 
passports cleared. All was kindness, which bespoke of 
forethought and careful arrangement. 


As we drove away from the airport I noticed 
several changes from my visit here last year. For 
one thing, there are more little cars on the road. 
And construction work is much further along, now 
reaching out quite far on the way to the airport 
from the city. Approaching the University of Mos- 
cow, where there was only a sea of cranes last 
year, now there are finished apartment houses. 


Dr. David Gurewitsch vas so moved at being back in 
Moscow again that he urged his wife and me to “just to 
go for a little walk” before we had even unpacked any- 
thing. It was the hour when crowds were hurrying home 
and men and women were seen taking their children home 
together after their day’s work was done. 

We walked to Red square and saw the familiar crowd 
waiting outside Lenin’s tomb. As we crossed the square 
the clock struck seven, the guard changed, and the crowd 
dispersed. I looked at the faces with interest and I felt 
theré was less tension than I had foticed last year. More 
smiles were visible, and the people seemed to be happier. 


Back at our hotel our delegation from the 
American Association for the United Nations was 
assigned a small dining room, the table of which 
was decorated with flags and flowers. It was fun 
to order caviar as though it were an item in one’s 
regular diet. And the tea tasted good drunk from 
a glass placed in a metal holder, probably just 
because we aren’t accustomed to drinking it that 
way at home. 


After dinner we held a brief discussion, but by 11 
o’clock we were.all free to go to our rooms. 

Dr. and Mrs. Gurewitsch and I were met by repre- 
sentatives from the Committee on Cultural Interchange, 
and we were informed of our appointment to meet their 
chairman, Mr. G. Zhukov, who would help us make our 

sightseeing.

This consists of 
our big black soap and lard 
kettle, set in an iron ring with 


make a cone of light-weight 


sheet metal. The bottom is cut. 


from this cone and into it fits 
a smaller cone with holes 
punched in it. On top of the 
whole is set a grill of heavy 
welded wire. 

We aren’t quite sure how 
the charcoal fire that is built 
inside the cone gets the draft 
to burn properly, but evi- 
dently enough air is sucked 
down between cone and ket-

of the kettle. Hickory or oak 
charcoal, natural rather than 
in briquettes, seems to me 
to make the best fire. A 
good fuel to add is small 
blocks of dried hickory wood 
that burn with: the same in- 
tense, even heat as the char- 
coal, For a final touch, hick- 
ory sawdust can be sprink- 
led on the coals toward the 
end of the cooking process.

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turned fairly frequently and 
basted with butter each time 
they are turned. 


A good-sized pitcher of water 
should be kept on hand during 
the cooking process so that the 
fire will not flame up and burn 
the tender skin of the broilers. 
Also as the cooking proceeds— 
I would say when it is about 
half-way along — the grill 
should be raised another 
four inched above the fire so 
that the process is definitely 
slowed down. Altogether, the 
birds should be oh the fire 
for a full hour before being 
removed to'a hot platter and 
should be basted with butter 
iw up to the last minute. 
When they come to the table, 
the broiler halves will be moist 
and tender enough to melt in 
the mouth, as well as having 
a delightfully delicate flavor 
that comes from the slow cook- 
ing and simplicity of the sea- 
soning. 


If one really enjoys good 
beef, the steak for outdoor 
cooking should be a sirloin 
cut as thick as the pocket- 
book will possibly allow. 
Smaller steaks can be barbe- 
cued satisfactorily, but are 
mever quite as good as the 
larger one if the beef is of 
equal quality. Steaks can, if 
one desires, be salted an 
hour or two before cooking 
—and this is sometimes done 
with specially seasoned salt. 
But again, simplicity ig the 


mediocre meat edible—and it 
is for this that many French 
chefs have become famous. 
But the word “barbecue” de- 
scribes a way of cooking on an 
outdoor fire, rather than a way 
of seasoning. It' means, literal-. 
ly, the rack or frame from 
which the meat is suspended 
uring the cookirmg process; the 
idea for barbecue sauces came 
along later. Neither should 
prime beef be marinated, al- 
though we agree that this pro- 
cess of mild pickling can do 
wonders for the less. tender 
and flavorful cuts of beef, as 
well as for venison, elk, ante- 
lope and the like. It can make 
the meat more tender and en- 
rich its flavor. But to mari- 
nate a prime sirloin steak—or 
to drown it in barbecue sauce— 
is to cast aspersions on the 
whole race of beef cattle. 


One of our favorite recipes 
over the outdoor fire was 
taught us several years ago by 
our good friend Dr. Paul Rut- 
ledge of Kirkwood. This is 
broiled half chicken—and the 
entire secret of cooking it is to 
take plenty of time and baste 
it with absolutely nothing ex- 
cept melted butter and a bit 
of salt and pepper. As always, 
before the chicken halves are 
placed on the grill, the fire is 
allowed to burn down to steady 
coals. The birds are then 
started “skin side up” because 
it takes somewhat longer for 
the meat next to the bone to 
cook. Once started, they can be 
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tually need not be seasoned 
until it is almost ready to 
be taken off the fire. 


Good thick steaks take a 


is, the grill can be closer to 
the coals. Nor will it hurt any- 
thing if a flame or two totiches 
the meat at the start of the 
cooking process. Once the out- 
side is seared, the flames 
should be doused. Thereafter, 
the length of time the steak is 
left on the grill depends on 
how thick it is and whether 
one likes it rare, medium or 
well done. We'll take ours 
goad and rare; but the secret 
of the medium or well-done 
cut is to raise the grill and let 
it cook a bit more slowly for 
a longer period of time. Other 
dishes that lend themselves 
well to the charcoal fire are 
spare ribs and sportsman’s 
steak—this latter a concoction 
made from the humble ham- 
burger. But these will have to 
wait for another column.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
Nubians in Ancient Egypt 


By Ramon Coffman 


WHEN WE THINK of the 
great progress of the ancient 
Egyptians, we are apt to form 
a deep admiration for them. 
They invented and used a finé 
system ‘of writing, and devel- 
oped other arts and crafts. 
Their pyramids give proof that 
they were skilled in engineer- 
ing. 

Q. Were there any Nubians 
in ancient Egypt? 

A. Judging by the pictures 
made by Egyptian artists, and 
by the written records, there 
were few Nubians or other Ne- 
groid people in the heart of the 
country. Those who did enter 
Egypt were chiefly slaves, or 
traders from the south. Ne- 
groes were allowed to come 
down the Nile with ivory, 
gold, leopard skins and ostrich 
feathers. These were exchanged 
for goods made in Egypt. 

Q. What part did Nubia play 
in Egyptian history? 

A. Nubia (often called. Kush 
in ancient times) was an area 
about 500 miles south of the 
main part of Egypt. The Nu- 
bians were of a mixed race 
which was composed.of Se- 
mites, Hamites and Negroes. 

If the Egyptians had let Nu- 
bia alone, peaceful commerce 
might have continued. As it 
was, several Egyptian kings 
carried on wars. Nubia was 
conquered, and became part of 
the Egyptian Empire. 

The Nubians were warlike,

After a period, 
most of them were driven 
away, but Egypt soon lost her 
leading place among the na- 
tions, Persia held Egypt for a 
time. Later came the Mace- 
donian Greeks, still later the 
Romans, 

A few centuries after the 
fall of the Roman Empire, the 
Arabs arrived and turned Egypt 
into a Moslem country, which it 
remains to this day. A modern 
visitor finds’ the Egyptians 
highly mixed in racial stock, 
but Egypt femains an interest- 
ing place—thanks to the pyra- 
mids and other remains of the 
people who lived there in an- 
cient times.
